Boise. Idaho, May 10.— There Is a 
noticeable evidence of relaxation in the 
atmosphere of Boise today. Notwith- 
standing an outward appearance of 
apathy and luck of interest in the case, 
there has existed for some time in 
Boise an extremely tense feeling. Re- 
ports as to what might happen either 
before the trial opened or during Its 
progress have tended to create a very 
decided feeling of uneasiness. The 
presence in the city of a number of 
private detectives employed by both 
sides, and the outspoken attacks by 
the radical element of the socialists, 
necessarily brought out many rumors 
and reports purporting to come from 
authentic sources, of probate trouble, 
such as an attack on the jail or an 
attempt to spirit away some of the 
cnief witnesses for tho prosecution. 
The rjroceedlngs in the court room 
yesterday did much to dissipate this. 
There was a spirit of give and take. A 
joke from one or another of counsel 
or a laugh caused by the answer of 
talesman acted as safety valves, and 
before tho day was over tho strain was 
relieved, and everyone became easier, 

Mr. Richardson, one of Haywood's 
leading counsel, said today: We ex- 
pect the sheriff will select his venire 
with fairness and with care so as 
enable us to secure an Impartial jury. 
If tho right sort of men are selected 
we will not take a long time to sccuro 
a jury." 

While the number of witnesses to 
bo called on both sides looks formid- 
able, thcro Is good reason to believe 
that a very argo number of these 
witnesses will not be In attendance. A 
considerable proportion of the witness- 
es live in Colorada, or in other neigh- 
boring states. This is also true of the 
defense, as the homo of the prisoners 
is in Colorado and It is not possible 
to bring them to Idaho against their 
will. Lawyers of Boise not con- 
nected In any way with the case, but 
who know as much as is known of 
what both sides expect to do, say that 
once the jury is secured the trial of 
the case ought to be over In two 
weeks. x 

Judgo Fremont Woods expects to 
waste no time, and early adjournments 
are not looked for after Monday. The 
court will sit from 10 a. m. until noon 
and from 2 p. m. to 5 p. m., and some- 
times until (5 p. m., with one long ses- 
sion on Saturdays. 

Several members of tho "Western 
Federation of Miners who are now in 
Boise watching the progress of the 
case do not join in the belief existent 
In some quarters that Orchard will re- 
fuse to testify. They believe that ho 
will make a statement upon the stand. 
On all sides there Is a question as to 
how far Orchard will be allowed to go 
in his statement, which it Is alleged 
Implicates Haywood, Mayer and Petti- 
bone. It is around this evidence that 
the whole case undoubtedly will move.

ONTARIO MINERAL TAX 

Professor Mieklo Is Appointed 
scssor Under tho Act 



Toronto, May 10.— An order In 
council was passed at a meeting of 
tho cabinet today appointing Prof. G. 
C. Mlckle, of tho School of Practical 
Science, as mining assessor under the 
Mining Tax act, which was put 
through during the last session of the 
legislature. Prof. Mlckle will leave 
In a few days for the north, where 
his first duty will be to assign dis- 
tricts to tho eight new inspectors of 
mining claims whose appointment 
was announced a day or two ago. 

The act vests very wide powerH In 
the mining assessor. If his decisions 
do not give satisfaction, appeals may 
be taken to the bureau of mines, and 
these tho minister may rofor to the 
mining commissioner for tho Ontario 
railway board. Where the tax ex- 
ceeds $1,000 a further appeal may be 
carried to tho court of appeal, and 
the decision of this court will bo 
final. 



Now York, May 10. — An important 
step has been taken by the manufac- 
turers of steel rails and the railway 
companies which make such exten- 
sive use of this commodity to bring 
about un improvement hi the steel pro- 
duct, thus giving better security to tne 
public against accidents and providing 
a higher grade article for tho rail- 
roads. This movement- results from 
recent criticisms made by railroad ex- 
ports concerning tho life and general 
durability of steel rails. It has been 
maintained that breakage has been 
more frequent of recent months, and 
that there is a gradual deterioration 
in the product. Whether tills is due 
to the Intrinsic quality of the ores 
used in the processes of manufacturo 
or the immense strain pf growing" 
tonnage is an open question. With a 
view to reconciling all the divergent 
views a committee of experts has boon 
appointed, both tho railways and tho 
manufacturers of rails being repre- 
sented on the committee.

"A million dollars would be a small 
matter to the syndicate by which I 
am sent to Cnnnda," was the reply, 
"and the investment will be at once 
made if the Vienna • capitalists are 
satisfied there Is reaspn to believe 
that the Investment will prove sat- 
isfactory. Personally I cannot ex- 
press too fully my feelings of satis- 
faction with the west. Our Austrian 
people now In the west are doing well, 
and there is no reason why they 
should not continue to do well. So 
well satisfied was I with all that I 
saw in the west that I have cabled 
to Vienna for permission to close at 
once certain options which I have 
held. I expect that I will receive tho 
reply to my cable today or tomorrow, 
and on receipt of the reply will make 
out first purchases. I am now on 
my way to Vienna, and will return to 
the west in July, September or Oc- 
tober, to see something of the har- 
vest. After that time I expect that 
the syndicate will begin operations 
to coloni/.e on a large scale. We 
would send to Canada none but the 
most competent formers, known per- 
sonally to the members of tho syndi- 
cate and their friends, all carefully 
selected as practical agriculturists. 
The total Investment which will be ul- 
timately made will amount to several 
millions or dollars. The ' syndicate 
which is behind the Investment is the 
largest in Austria." 



San Francisco, May 10. — The strike 
has developed into a fight to a lin- 
ish. Neither side is willing to accept 
arbitration, and the citizens' commit- 
tee appointed to secure Industrial 
peace has been unable to find any 
basis of settlement. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
present police force is Inadequate, and 
that stronger measures will be neces- 
sary to Insure a general resumption of 
service if the struggle Is conducted 
on the present lines.

Authorities Find it Difficult to 
Meet Requirements of 
the Situation 

; 

Public school teachers arc scarce in 
British Columbia. In making this 
statement yesterday a well known 
local (educational authority qualltlcd 
it by adding that the number avail- 
able was hardly - sufficient to supply 
the demand. Some months ago the 
same matter was brought up by 1<\ H. 
Eaton, superintendent of city school, 
who, at that time, was having sorao 
difficulty in obtaining all the assist- 
ance necessary to complete the com- 
plement of the staffs of the Victoria 
institutions. However, tills was over- 
come, by dint of considerable effort, 
and since then comparatively little has 
been heard of the situation. 

During the progress of the recent 
session of the provincial legislature a 
number of questions, asked by mem- 
bers of the opposition, showed, in 
their answers that quite a few special 
permits, to enable different individuals 
to act, temporarily, as teachers In 
British Columbia, had been granted. 
This is referred to, by those Interest- 
ed in the question, as an indication 
that the lack of pedagogues actually 
exists and is not an exaggeration as 
some seem incdlined to believe. 

Every year, it is asserted by those 
in authority, the same situation is 
faced by those upon whoso shoulders 
rests the responsibility of supplying 
the country schools with efficient in- 
structors. They are some time In lin- 
ing all the vacancies. "While the more 
desirable posts, those located In good 
localities, are taken up without delay, 
the schools situated In the remote 
districts remain closed for weeks and 
perhaps for months after the opening 
of the regular school session before a 
teacher is found to lake up the work. 
In many instances It has been found 
necessary in the past to place in 
charge of some posts individuals who, 
while they may be capable, are hot 
equipped with the certificate usually 
necessary. Instead they are granted 
temporary permits. 

"What is the reason of this dearth 
of pedagogues?" Is a common query. 
Those who ask that question take the 
stand that it cannot bo satisfactorily 
answered; In fact that thero are plenty 
of teachers' available to meet the dem- 
and. Others, and these include the 
majority of those who are In touch 
with educational matters, point put 
that in undergoing a constant process 
of development and of settlement,' new 
schools are contitially being opened. 
The aim of the provincial government, 
as was explained my the Provincial 
Secretary during the late session, is 
to provide the children of all those 
who make their homes in this section 
of the West, as far as possible, with 
facilities for obtaining, at least, an or- 
dinary common school education. The 
result of this ever expanding growth 
of the school system, It Is pointed out, 
Is that the number of teachers re- 
quired is Increasing, in corresponding 
proportion, every year. 

On the other hand, it is generally 
contended, the youth of British Col- 
umbia, whose ambition Is to take up 
the avocation of imparting education 
to others is not growing, but rather 
declining to a slight extent. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that, while there 
may be more young ladles entering 
upon that lino of life with the growth 
of the population of the country, the 
number of young men, mapping out 
such a career for themselves, is de- 
creasing. Thus the one offsets the 
other, and it Is said, the supply re- 
mains practically the same as hereto- 
fore. 

In discussing this matter a local ed- 
ucationist was asked yesterday how 
it was that the young men apparently 
showed such a marked lack of inter- 
est in the line of life referred to. It 
was stated in reply thut the solution 
of that problem was exceedingly sim- 
ple. It was well known that the sal- 
ary of the average teacher was small 
barely enough to pay the month's board 
and have a little left for clothes and 
"pin-money." The 'Western youth 
as a rule, was of too ambitious, too 
energetic a strain to start out with 
such a prospect. He wanted some- 
thing more than that to look forward 
If he decided to go in for teaching 
it was generally as a stepping stono 
to some profession, something higher, 
the scope of which would give him an 
opportunity to ensure himself a larger 
remuneration and, perhaps, a reputa- 
tion. That, he was glarl to say, was 
the spirit usually encountered In 
British Columbia and which, too, was 
largely responsible for tin; present 
dearth of teachers. 

What was to be done to get over 
the difficulty if the same conditions 
continued, it was impossible to say. 
Heretofore, no reasonable way out of 
the problem had been suggested. Mat 
tors had been allowed to drift and 
annually thero had to be inaugurated 
the same search for oflicient instruct- 
ors to take up the work in the dililer- 
ent sections of the province. Doubt- 
less, however, with the augmentation 
of the population, the steady increase 
of the demand, the supply would be- 
come to some extent larger. If still it 
was insufficient then It would be the 
duty of the educationists in author- 
ity, with the experience and data at 
their command, to adopt some method 
of providing every district, however 
remote, having a certain population, 
with satisfactory moans of giving the 
children, residing there, the regular 
educational advantages.

' TRAP FISHING LICENSES

PROMISES GOOD SPORT 



Many Indian Canoes are Expect- 
ed — Amateur Contests 
'May be Keen. 



1. MURPOLE RETURNS 



Much Pleased With What 
Saw in Cowichan and 
Aiberni Country j 



At noon yesterday R. Marpole, gen- 
eral executive agent of the C. P R 
accompanied by his private secretary 
and J. Gamble,, consulting engineer, 
returned after having made a hurried 
Inspection of the E. & N. line and the 
district of Cowichan, as far as the 
bead of the lake of that name, and the 
section lying between Nanaimo and 
Aiberni. He travelled from the Coal 
City to Vlctqrla in his private car, the 
Blllooet. 

The party, which started from this 
city some six or seven days ago was 
not as largo upon its return yesterday 
there being absent Divisional Engineer 
Cartwrlght, who left in company with 
Mr. Shepherd, the engineer In charge 
of the surveys for the contemplated 
extension of the railway to the West 
Coast. 

It Is explained by Mr. Marpole that 
the rip was made for the purpose of 
enabling him to become better 
acquainted with the holdings of the 
company with which he is Identified 
on Vancouver island. He wanted to 
Inspect the present system and to gain 
an Idea of the territory which would 
bo traversed by the different exten 
sions contemplated. At Duncan a stop 
was made for the purpose of permit 
ting a trip to Cowichan lake. Reach 
Ing that point, they went to the head 
of the lake by launch. On their r». 
turn they drove to Chemainus, which 
enabled them to see as much as p ..v 
slble, in so short a time, of that sec- 
tion, a short stay was made atLaclv- 
smith and then the party proceeded 
to Nanaimo. From there the trip to 
Aiberni was made, the first time that 
Mr. Marpole had crossed tho island. 

He Is charmed with the country. There 
are large areas of country both i the 
more southern and In (he northern 
sections, those lying in the direction 
of Aiberni, which, ho thinks, will be- 
come productive farming property 
when opened up and placed under cul 
tlvation. He Is of the opinion that the 
Aiberni valley has possibilities the ex- 
tent of which, perhaps, lias not beer 
realized. The headwaters of th> Al- 
horni canal were crossed by steam 
launch. 

Mr. Marpole says that If is impos- 
siblo to say anything definite In illa- 
tion to new railway. Nothing had 
been decided because thero were many 
things which had to be taken into con- 
sideration before actual construction 
was undertaken; 

Owing to the necessity of his re- 
turning to Vancouver at an early datj 
for the purpose of attending to urgent 
business, his inspection was necessar- 
ily of a somewhat hurried character. 
He hopes to return later and to look 
more thoroughly into the conditijrs 
prevailing on the island. 



The regatta In connection with the 
Victoria day celebration is expected to 
eclipse any of the kind over held in 
this city, and the committee are using 
every effort to make it a success. Al- 
though it is rather curly to receive 
entries, several have already been 
made to tho secretary, and It is ex- 
pected that when the races take place 
there will be so many entries that the 
contests will be made very Interest- 
ing. Chief Cooper, of the Songhees 
Indians, who has been engaged to 
arrange the Indian races, returned 
from his annual trip on Thursday and 
reports thut on every hand enquiries 
are being made about the celebration. 
From the present outlook there wdll 
bo more Indians taking part in the 
races at tho Gorge than ever before. 
U may therefore bo expected that tho 
events will be much more closely con- 
tested. 

According to Chief Cooper there 
will be eight, if not ten, canoes to take 
part in tho events. The American 
Indians have promised to come in 
force," 1 and with their presence the 
races will be given an International 
character. Among those who have 
promised to attend are the La Connor, 
.Snohomish, Kuper Island, Valdez 
Island, two from Cowichan, Quaml- 
Chan, Clemalltz, and it Is very pos- 
sible that the Neah Bay Indians will 
also be represented. Chief Cooper 
is not yet finished, and he will visit 
tile Saanieh reserve today in an en- 
deavor to secure their entry. The 
Quamichans will be entirely new - to 
Victoria, as they have not yet taken 
part in any races here, and they 
will come down ready to make the 
others go some to win. The Valdess 
Indians had decided not to come, but 
When they learned that the Americans 
were coming over they were only too 
anxious to get to Victoria to take ii 
chance at their American cousins. 
Tho Valdess and Kuper Island arc both 
fast crews, and it will be surprising 
indeed if the visitors from across the 
lino carry off all the prizes. The 
Neah Bay Indians have not finally de- 
cided to compete In the races, as they 
are at present without a canoe. They 
are very anxious, however, to visit 
Victoria, ami aro endeavoring to se- 
cure a canoe from the PorL Madison 
Indians. "With four canoes from the 
States and four from this side of the 
line there need be very little doubt 
but that the races will lie stubbornly 
contested. The Kuper Islanders dur- 
ing the last few years have had 
things practically their own way, and 
this year a determined attempt will 
be made to lower their colors. In 
the klootchmen races there will also 
be several entries, and it is safe to 
say »bls race will be as Interesting 
as that of the Indians. These races 
are always the most interesting, but 
with eight canoes taking part tiio in- 
terest in the events will be much 
greater. The Saanich Indians have 
a grievance, and they will ondoavor 
to wipe out the sting of defeat which 
was handed out in the last race. 

The amateur races are also promis- 
ing well, and it is very likely that 
there will be crews from four differ- 
ent clubs in the races. With the 
amateur races and the Indians races 
well filled thero is e'verv reason ti 
expect good contests. ' A prlvat 
communication from Vancouver state 
that there will be several entries for 
the ladles' canoe race, and as the Vic- 
toria exponents aro always strong in 
this event there is every prospect that 
this too will furnish some good 
sport.

P. Burns & Co. to Maintain a Branch 
in Vancouver. 

Vancouver, p,. c„ May 10.— In con- 
nection with their new abattoir now 
riearlhg completion on tho Burrard In-

All Records Broken in Rush to 
The Lands and Works 
Department

It Is pointed out that (lie only con- 
clusion that can be drawn from the 
rush for lands on the island Is that it 
is tho intention of thc capitalists in- 
terested to enter the timber business. 
Those "In the know" state that there 
i very few speculators among those 
Whose applications are being submit- 
ted to the department from day to 
day. They are, it is averred bona fide 
investors, men having confidence in 
the future of the country, and anxious 
to get in on the ground floor of what 
they deem is "a good thing." 

"What is causing Vancouver island 
to excite such a peculiar and marked 
attraction to these outsiders'.'" is a 
question which is naturally and fre- 
quently asked. It is answered by thc 
majority in one way and by others 
In another. The consensus of opinion 
however, seems to be that the atten- 
tion which the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way has been giving this part of thc 
West has become common knowledge 
and It is accepted as an augury of phe- 
nomenal growth and development, The 
announcement that the E. & N. system 
Is to bo Improved, the promise of the 
construction of a line connecting this 
railway with the "West Coast, and 
othehr Indications, have convinced 
those formerly a llttlo doubtful, that 
Vancouver Island is on the verge of 
making advancement in keeping with 
her position, as the western gateway 
of the Dominion of Canada, and her 
natural wealth. Hence the rush of in- 
vestors, not only In timber holdings 
but in other ventures and the conse- 
quent multiplication of commercial 
activity In Victoria, in Builysmlth, 
Nanaimo as well as at all points ulong 
the West Coast.

ORIENTAL LINERS 

Empress of India Starts on Her Way 
r-r From Hong Kong to This Port 

R. M. S. Empress of India of the 
C. P. R. (leet left Hong Kong yester- 
day with the Overseas mail for this 
port. The. liner is due on May 27tn. 
Quito a fleet of Oriental liners to or 
from Victoria are now In port at Hong 
Kong. On Thursday the cable re- 
ported the arrival of the Blue Funnel 
liner Bellcrophon from Glasgow and 
Liverpool via Colombo and Singapore, 
for Victoria; the Empress of Japan 
from Victoria; Monteagle from Vic- 
toria, and Shawmut from Victoria via 
Manila. The steamer Cyclops of tho 
Blue Funnel line which sailed from 
this port on April 17th with a full 
cargo of general freight, arrived at 
Yokohama on May 6th. The NIngchow 
which is following the Bellcrophon to 
Victoria, was at Port Said on Thurs- 
day. 



CANADIAN CLUB EVENT. 

New York, May 10. — Unusual pre- 
parations arc being mado for the 
forthcoming banquet of the Canadian 
Club of New York at the Hotel Astor 
on May 16th. An Interesting feature 
of the event Is that the Canadian 
clubs from St. John, N. B., to Victoria, 
B. C.,' will send their presidents. Each 
president in turn will be called upon 
to introduce ono of tho speakers. Tha 
.occasion is looked upon in New York 
as possessing considerable interna- 
tional importance. 



xno steamer Spokano, which sailed 
last evening for .San Francisco, had as 
passengers a party of about sixty 
Australians and Now Zealanders who 
arrived hero a few days ago on the 
stenmcr Manuka, on their way to tho 
California port to look for work. There 
were half a dozen woman In the party 
which Included among Its members 
carpenters, plasterers and plumbers, 
though for tho most part they yvera 
unskilled laborers. They comprised 
about a third of a largo contingent 
who arrived on the Australian steam- 
er. Quite a number of the others 
have gone to Vancouver to seek work, 
while tho remainder are booked 
through to tho pralrio provinces ,tp 
try their fortunes on tho plains. 

Every steamer which arrives from 
Australian ports is bringing large 
numbers of workmen who, dissatisfied 
with tho conditions in their' own 
country, are seeking to better them- 
sevlas elsewhere. In tho past prac 
tically all Of thorn have been booked 
through to San Francisco, where the 
prospect of plenty of work with high 
wages has seemod particularly allur 
ing. The Moana, the previous boat 
from Austrain, had 180 of these Im 
migrants, while tho Manuka carried 
about 175. Since the San Francisco 
earthquake and fire that place has 
boon a strong source of attraction to 
these people, and over 700 Australians 
and New Zealanders have taken up 
their abode there. The Immigrants 
who have gone to Vancouver and th 
plains are practically the first who 
have located In Canada, though 
fow stray workmen have, taken up 
their residence In Victoria and been 
glad of it. 

In these immigrants William Baylis, 
proprietor of the Queen's hotel, sees 
a remedy for the labor troubles which 
are besetting Victoria and British Co 
lumbia. Mr. Baylis has had an intl 
mate acquaintance with these man, a 
large number of whom make use o 
his hotel while here. Of the last con 
tlngent over thirty were registered at 
the Queen's. 

"If the board of trade would make 
some effort to have these people lo 
cate here instead of going through to 
San Francisco there would bo no ne- 
cessity of worrying over the reduc- 
tion of the head tax on Chinese, in 
order to secure labor," remarked Mr. 
Baylis last evening In conversation 
with a reporter for the Colonist, "They 
have been coming in droves on every 
steamer ever slnco the San Francisco 
calamity. They hava come to Victoria 
and been round here for several days 
at a tlmo, but no effort has ever been 
mado to hold them hero. Enticed by 
tho prospect of high wages at San 
Francisco they have booked direct 
through to there from their ..home 
ports, and - they havp . gona straight 
from hero to tho Golden Gate. 

"These people nro, a lot of them, 
good mechanics such as we want hern, 
though tho great majority are un- 
skilled laborers. Most of them come 
with barely enough money to gel to 
their destination, and tha result is 
that when they get to San Francisco 
they have to take any work that is 
going to get along. I find that a groat 
many of these men who have gone 
down thare are very dissatisfied over 
their condition. They find the pay 
high, but tho graft is fierce, and few 
of thpm get moro than two or three 
days' work a week. Thay are all good 
Englishmen, and just the kind to 
make good citizens for British Co- 
lumbia, and why tho board of trade 
has not taken some steps to get them 
to locate here when men of thalr stamp 
are so urgently needed is something 
I cannot understand, 

"Apparently some effort has been 
made to draw tha advantages of Van- 
couver and the prairie provinces to the 
attention of these men, for of tho last 
party that arrived fully two-thirds 
went In that direction instaad of go- 
ing to San Francisco. These are the 
first who have located in Canada. Now 
why cannot Victoria get a share of 
these men? If steps were taken at 
once to advertise Victoria in the 
Australian ports a goodly percentage 
of these Immigrants would stop off 
hera and take up their residence. Vic- 
tend. A meeting of the executivo toria needs them, and it is only nec<\s- 
committco in charge of the scheme sary to convince them that they need 
was held in the office of Dr. Fagan, Victoria. I am quite confident that 
provincial health officer, last eve- " 
ning, when matters were put in shape 
for tonight's meeting. Besides the 
local officers, representatives were in 
attendance from Vancouver and other 
points in the province. ,

If tha hoard of trade undertook to 
look after this work and did it in a 
proper manner we could get fully a 
thousand Immigrants here in six 
months, and onco we got them com- 
ing they would keep coming. 

"South Africa is also a fruitful 
sourca of Immigration just now. Times 
are very bad around tho Cape now, 
so bad in fact that the steamship com- 
panies are giving free passage t j get 
tho hungry and starving raon out of 
the country. If tho board of trade 
would make an endeavor to get the 
tide of immigration from South Africa 
(lowing here there would, I am sure, 
bo ciulck and far-reaching results. We 
can accommodate all who come, and 
there would be plenty if they only 
know the conditions here. "Wages In 
Victoria and British Columbia are 
higher than anywhere In South Africa 
or Australia, and it would not require 
a great deal of advertising to make 
those men acquainted will the fact 
that Victoria is tho plnco for them. Tho 
board of trade complains that tho Do- 
minion government's Immigration pol- 
icy, while it helps Eastern Canada and 
the Prairie provinces, is not a success 
from a British Columbia standpoint, 
because these immigrants are all 
gobbled up by the other provinces 
who got tham first hand.

Prom Victoria there were ninny subscrib- 
er, and the tablet was designed by the 
late lE. MiUlandalne. architect. The church 
was Insttrcd for $100.:). The present in- 
cumbent Is Jtev. G. A. Bssrsuaw. Our 
sympathies go out to him rind his congre- 
gation. The church was built on the 
trunk ronil between Nannlmo and Chc- 
malnns, Many will miss the well known 
landmark."

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THE GREATER DUTIES 

The little discussion between Mr. 
Drury and the Colonist opens the way 
for a broader treatment of tho duties 
of those persons, whom we elect to re- 
present us In parliament and the leg- 
islature, and In making tho remarks, 
which follow, we refer to no Indivi- 
duals in particular, but to all of our 
representatives, whether at Ottawa or 
In Victoria, and whether Conservatives 
or Liberals. And we wish to add that 
thoy are not made in any unfriendly 
spirit. We aro all alike Interested in 
promoting the welfare of our province, 
and it ought to be possilbe to make 
suggestions to each other without be- 
ing suspected of a desire to make poli- 
tical capital, 

Wo think that no fault can be found 
with our representatives in regard to 
the manner in which they have looked 
after the mere routine matters of pub- 
lic expenditure. We get our fair share 
of the ordinary every day outlays, 
from both the federal and provincial 
exchequers. It is generally speaking 
correct to say the various govern- 
ments in the Dominion do not discrim- 
inate between constituencies support- 
ing them and those opposing them in 
such matters. In order that nothing 
may be overlooked, and that justice 
may be done between interests appar- 
ently antagonistic, there is no doubt 
that our representatives have consid- 
erable to occupy their minds. There is 
also unfortunately no doubt that the 
importunities of ..their "supporters for 
personal consideration or for the ad- 
vancement of something, which is only 
of public interest in a subordinate way, 
materially lessen their usefulness. But 
when this has all been said and its 
weight duly recognized, there remains 
'the fact that the broader duties of re- 
presentative men have been left large- 
ly neglected. It is of these we wish to 
say a few words today. 
. In reference to what may be called 
the national questions, which from 
timo to time arise, it may be conceded 
at the outset that the possibility of 
many of the members of parliament 
or the legislature making any very 
deep Impression upon the country is 
not very great. 

In Canada wo have fallen Into tho 
way of looking to a few leaders to take 
the initiative on all matters of great 
national importance, which have no 
special local aspect, and while it hap- 
pens some times that a private mem- 
ber may make a very valuable contri- 
bution to work along these lines, we 
would hardly feel like criticizing him, 
if he failed to initiate anything of the 
sort. But there are certain broad 
questions, which have a local bearing j 
in some special way, and upon these 
constituencies have a right to expect 
that out representative will take the 
leadership. A few clays ago we spoke 
of the necessity of business leadership 
along certain lines. Wo are not re- 
ferring to this now; nor are we think- 
ing of what might be strictly called 
political leadership. What we have in 
mind is leadership in the great pro- 
jects necessary to promote the full dc- 
vclooment of our prosperity. In illus- 
tration of what we mean, wo refer to 
the urouosed Prince Edward's Island 
tunnel, the Georgian Bay Canal, tho 
Quebec bridge and certain other mat- 
ters of that, nature. These were taken 
up by representatives of tho localities 
specially interested. The Quebec 
bridge has boon secured; the tun- 
nel and tho canal are yet to be 
realized, Inn they are live issues. 
The press of the United States 
lias contained reference after refer- 
ence to the tunnel; the canal lias been 
a topic of discussion on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Take as another 
example tho proposed Blaeksod and 
Sydney routes between the United King- 
dom and the Dominion. Representative 
public men have devoted and arc now 
devoting their time to promoting 
public interest In them, it is the sim- 
ple truth to say that nothing of this 
kind is being done for British Colum- 
bia. Although our province forms the 
great Imperial frontier, which faces 
the Pacific Ocean, and looks across the 
waters to the Orient, it would do dif- 
ficult to name one occasion when one 
of Its representatives, either in par- 
liament or the legislature, felt called 
upon to make the least reference to 
anything Which might be done In con- 
nection with this great geographical 
fact to so advance the Interests of this 
locality or those of Canada as a whole. 
We do not wish to do any one an in- 
justice in tills regard, and would In- 
glad to bo set right, If we are wrong. 

There must be a reason for this, for 
our representatives are just as much in- 
terested as the rest of us in building 
up the country. We think wo can of- 
fer an explanation. It is tho fear of 
embarrassing the government. Strong 
party men fear to agitate for things, 
lost, if they do not succeed, their 
failure may be charged against the 
government which they support. We 
belicvo this to be a true explanation 
of the Inactivity of our representatives, 



tho narrow standpoint of party poli- 
tics it is a mistake, for a represen- 
tative strengthens his own position by 
tho advocacy of enterprises, oven if 
they - are not immediately carried , out, 
and if the representative is strong In 
his ;onstltuency, his party Is strong 
there. So far as governments them- 
selves aro concerned, they aro com- 
posed of men not very different from 
the rest of us. They rarely go around 
looking for things to do; they have as 
a rule no greater powers of initiative 
than the rest of us; but every gov 
crnment is more than glad to have 
pointed out to it ways in which it can 
add to its prestige as well as 'promote 
the public welfare. Wo believe that no 
greater opportunity In this line was 
ever presented than is now offered 
by British Columbia, and it is a sur- 
prise to us that no one of those per- 
sons, whom we have elected to repre 
sentatlvo positions, has for many years 
discovered any line of activity in 
which he could work In a manner to 
attract tho attention of the world to 
tho province and secure for us those 
things which will enable us to realize 
the advantages of our geographical 
position. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN 

Last night tho Times closed an 
article in which the glory of the Mud 
Lark, the King Edward and tho 
exportation of tho lepers was duly 
set forth with the following sentence: 
"In the meantime it can be said with 
confidence that the representatives of 
Victoria have performed a good ser- 
vice to the country at large In sun- 
porting a government under which 
tho country lias made such magnifi- 
cent progress, while at the same tlmo 
they have not neglected any of the 
matters in which the constituency is 
directly concerned." 

Surely our contemporary did not ex- 
pect Mr. Riley to do anything else 
than support the government, when 
he was in the House of Commons, or 
to do anything else now that he has 
been elevated to the Senate. Surely 
it did not expect that Mr. Templeman, 
who was elected to the House of Com- 
mons because he was a member of 
the government, to turn round and go 
into opposition. But this is only one 
of the bits of unconscious humor, 
which our contemporary sometimes 
perpetrates. A more interesting mat- 
ter is suggested by a news paragraph, 
appearing in the same paper, as fol- 
lows: 

Ottawa, May 9. — Hon. W. Temple- 
man has arranged to send Brick My- 
strom and an engineer of the staff of 
the mines branch to Investigate the 
peat industry of Europe with a view 
to better utilizing the peat bogs of 
Ontario and Quebec for fuel purposes. 

Wo have not a word of objection to 
make to this action of our represen- 
tative. His duty as Minister of 
Mines is to attend to the business of 
the whole country. But we can im- 
agine with what greater satisfaction 
wo would all have read a despatch 
stating that Mr. Templeman, having 
learned of the great Interest, existing 
in his constituency in regard to the 
smelting of iron, looking to the manu- 
facture of wheels and other material 
need in car-building, had despatched 
an expert to Victoria to examine into 
the iron deposits of Vancouver Isl- 
and with the view of assisting his 
constituents in coming to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. In saying this, we 
wish to give Air. Templeman the cred- 
it for one thing, which his political 
supporters seem neither to have 
known, or if they did know It, to have 
forgotten. He has taken great In- 
terest in the electric smelting of iron. 
What we regret is that he did not 
follow his efforts in that direction 
up in the manner in which he has 
aided the people of Ontario to find 
out the fuel value of their peat bogs. 
This emphasizes what we have boon 
urging over and over again. Tho in- 
terests of the community are neg- 
lected, because no one seems to feel 
tho responsibility of looking after 
them. On the academic question of 
electric smelting, Mr. Templeman dis- 
played much activity; but when it 
came down to doing something for his 
constituency lie was lacking. Wo 
anticipate the answer to this criticism. 
It will be that no one asked him to 
do anything. But what we elected 
him for, among other tilings, was to 
have some one who would look after 
our interests. If it shall be said that 
lie did not think about it, our answer 
is that he ought to have thought 
about It. What we have said is true 
of other representatives of Vancou- 
ver Island constituencies. Why has 
neither of them thought it worth while 
to give this matter of Iron smelting 
!iny practical attention? 

We might at this very timo have 
had an oxpert examining the re- 
sources of Vancouver Island in respect 
to iron, not as to tho existence of ore, 
because that has been established, but 
as to the practicability of handling 
tho ores to advantage hero, If Mr, 
Templeman or some other of the Isl- 
and representatives had taken the 
matter up. If it Is legitimate to send 
a man to Grout Britujn to Investigate 
the peat industry, and we concede 
that It is, certainly it must bo legiti- 
mate to send a man to British Colum- 
bia to investigate the iron industry.

Technical Schools as Wealth Pro- 
ducers 

In combatting the proposal of the state 
legislature to tax the colleges of Massa- 
chusetts, the Boston Transcript empha- 
sizes the fact that tho graduates of tech- 
nical schools fupcclally aro direct contrib- 
utors to the wealth of the community. 
Massachusetts has. from the earliest time:) 
ulded hy money contributions the cause of 
education, hut. lias now withdrawn pecu- 
niary aid ifroui all the higher Institutions 
of learning except the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Teehiiology. the Agricultural 
College nt Amhewt and the Polytechnic 
Institute at Worcester. An Interesting 
□tatemcnt in an address by Jiunes M. 
Dodge, then president of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, reveals 
the fact Hint the average annual salary of 
tho technical trained man Is over $2150, 
and for the non-technlcnl but trade-trained 
man $700, S o that, the gain In average 
annual income due to a technical training 
is over $ 1300. This amount capitalized nt 
•1 per cent, gives a man receiving a techni- 
cal training a potential increase In value 
of $31,O0O. There are now engaged in 
active life In Massachusetts about -!00 
graduates of the Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute alone, so that the Increased earn- 
ing power of thine graduates represents a 
capitalization of something over $13,000,- 
(XX); hut this takes no account of the 
enterprises which they have developed, or 
which they direct, that would easily make 
the pecuniary measure of the contributions 
of these technically trained men to tne 
resources of the Commonwealth a wealth 
creating power represented by a capital- 
ization of approximately £20,000.000. These 
ilsnres Indicate what benefits Nova .Scotia 
WOT expect to derive from Its system of 
technical education llnllftu Chronicle. 




Paper Garments 

An Inventor named lEmll Clavies has 
patented In all the civilized countries of 
the world, and has arranged to build Ullllfl 
In the United States, a process for the 
manufacture of paper yarn aud the weav- 
ing of various products in general use 
and wear. The thread is not brittle, does 
not have a hard surface, and neither 
shrinks or stretches to nuy appreciable ex- 
tent. Moisture has practically no effect 
on the fabric, aud when bleached the yarn 
Is of snowy whiteness, combining the ,good 
qualities of cotton and linen nt one-third 
tho price of cotton and one-third that or 
linen. Seven million towels, which wore 
sold at two cents apiece, were disposed of 
last year. The manufactured article call 
tie dyed In delicate shades far outmatch- 
ing the colors to which cotton and silk are 
Biisceptlble, and are unaffected by the 
strong sun's rays.

Cost of living. In some quarters there Is 
a feeling that the Increase in the value of 
the commodities of life Is unduly magnified 
nnd that it is not as real as many would 
deem It to be. 

Tho contention that the cost of living Is 
goli.Yj up and doing so continually. In, how- 
ever, supported .hy reliable statistics. 
The conclusions of the bureau of labor at 
Washington, which has .lent concluded a 
thorough Investigation Into tho cost of 
living In the United Stales since 1W<> ore 
of value, as the conditions In the neighbor- 
ing republic largely rolled the conn, l s 

hi Canada. The bureau has found that 
the cost of living haa reached Its highest 
level In seventeen years. The investiga- 
tion, which extended to 2S8 commodities, 
showed that the average for the year 1800 
wan B.U per cent higher Mian for 1003; h0.fi 
per cent higher than for 1807, tint year of 
lowest prices dlirllvt Die seveiitcen-yeur 
period; and 22.4 per cent higher Ihan the 
average for the ten years .from 1800 to 
181)11. Prices reached their highest point 
dining (he seventeen-year .period in De- 
cember. 1000, the arvernge for I hat month 
belli,'; i.l per cent than the average for 
the year tlMMI and 0.3 per cent higher than 
I he average for December, 1003,'— Ottawa

Story, of a Conductor's Perilous 
Situation and an Excit- 
ing Rescue

The tetliousness of tho trip over the 
V. & S. railway to Sidney yesterday 
afternoon was., relieved, about a mile 
this side of the northern terminus o£ 
the line, by a marine incident that 
would furnish an imaginative writer 
with the foundation for. a thrilling 
story of disaster to lifo and rolling 
stock. 

At the point mentioned thero is a 
spur track that reaches out into and 
down the bed of tho bay. It was built 
at low tide for tho purpose of secur- 
ing a supply of sand and gravel from 
tho beach, and at high water it be- 
comes a submarine line. There wore 
two flat cars, with box frames about 
three ,foet high, loaded to their capa- 
city, standing on the submerged track 
when tho train arrived, and a stop 
was made for the purpose of annexing 
them. The passengers were left on 
the -main line while the antiquated 
little "snorter" which is made to 
answer the purpose of a locomotive 
wont to lake the freight out of the 
water. Owing to the grade, the task 
of pulling the two cars at once was 
too much for the engine, and after, a 
coupling was made the conductor 
went to the one which was deepest in 
the bay to detach. It. 

Perilous Progress. 

When the separation was effected 
something went wrong with tho 
brakes, the wheels went over a slab 
that had helped to hold them, and the 
car, with the conductor, proceeded out 
into the briny deep, becoming more 
and more submerged as it went. 

Tlfo passengers who witnessed the 
disappearing scone became slightly 
excited. For a -few seconds it looked 
as if it were good-bye forever to tho 
rolling stock, and a case of sink or 
swim with the man, who struggled 
heroically at the brake handle. There 
were neither life preservers; nor ropes 
rn sight, and as the car rolled on rescue 
appeared to bo out of the question. 
The water was up around the box 
frame before the perilous progress was 
checked, and there was the conductor 
stranded several feet from land. AVhen 
he wps able to size up his predica- 
ment he glanced along the shore and 
spied a small raft that had evidently 
been provided in- anticipation of some 
such misfortune as had just happened.

Madrid, May 10.— Queen Victoria 
gave birth today to a son, who be- 
comes heir to the throne of Spain. 

The birth of the royal baby has 
been awaited with eager interest 
throughout Spain. The news from 
the palace early this morning that 
the accouchement was imminent 
spread like wildfire and crowds flocked 
to the great plaze fronting the royal 
palace. The happy event had taken 
the capital somewhat by surprise tor 
only yesterday afternoon the queen 
had taken her customary drive, and 
the court physicians intimated that 
another two weeks would elapso be- 
fore confinement. 

During the night messengers were 
hastily dispatched to the prime min- 
ister and oilier chief dignitaries, as 
tho birth of an heir to the throne of 
Spain Is an event of the deepest pol- 
itical significance. Through the early 
morning, ministers and functionaries 
arrived at tho court of the palace. 
Meantime word was received by the 
waiting throngs that the queen was 
progressing well. The doctors pro- 
nounced her condition normal and 
satisfactory. King Alfonso remained 
at Queen Victoria's beside. At S 
o'clock this morning tho king can- 
celled a meeting of the council of 
ministers, which was to have consid- 
ered current stale affairs. 

By 10 o'clock the dignitaries of the 
state and capital, with many ambas- 
sadors and ministers In their cos- 
tumes, had reached tho palace. At 
noon this assemblage of tho nobility 
and power of Spain was grouped in 
the royal apartments set aside for of- 
ficial ceremonies, awaiting the an- 
nouncement of the birth of tho heir. 
Tho birth of the babe occurred at 
12.45 p. m. The boy will be named 
Alfonso. 

The announcement was immediately 
conveyed to tho waiting officials and 
crowds outside the palace who re- 
ceived tho glad tidings with mingled 
feelings of enthusiasm and emotion. 
That the queen had been blessed with 
a son, a male heir to the throne, was 
no less welcome than the happy event 
Itself. 

In no monarchlal coualry in the 
world Is the ceremonial observed at 
tho birth of the first offspring of the 
Icing and queen so rigidly, stately and 
formal as In Span. Nothing was 
omitted from the courtly etiquette 
from the moment when Queen Victoria 
was officially announced to be appre- 
hending the period of maternity. The 
most careful surveillance was exer- 
cised over her In order that the hopes 
of the country should not bo running 
any risk of being blighted, Several 
months before acouchement, according 
to the' Spanish royal custom, tho queen, 
took up her residence at the pala.ee In 
Madrid to await tho anxious moment. 
'ihen.ee, accompanied by the king, she 
has undertaken from time to time 
pilgrimages to various holy shrines to 
pray for a safe deliverance in the 
same way as the humblest Spanish 
woman. 

For quite a month preceding the 
auspicious event, members of the 
proudest Spanish nobility have bi>cn 
in constant attendance at tho palace 
as a precaution against the unwelcome 
surprise of 'a premature birth, while

governor of Madrid, the members of 
tho diplomatic corps, the grandees, the 
knights of the orders of chivalry, the 
leading military and civil authorities 
and all the ladles and gentlemen at- 
tached to the court. 

Soon all tho officials were gathered 
in full uniform and wearing the glit- 
tering insignia of their decorations, In 
tho grand reception room, gorgeously 
draped with tapestry, adjoining the 
private apartments, among those 
present being the American minister, 
Air. Collier. 

There, in suppressed excitement and 
hushed expectancy, they waited, and 
their attention was attracted by a 
movement of the he.avy curtain at the 
end of the apartments and the mov- 
ing of the door leading from the royal 
rooms. 

Tho formal announcement of the 
birth of the infant was made by the 
Camarara Mayor, mistress of the 
robes, to premier Maura, who form- 
ally communicated tho fact to the dis- 
tinguished company in the words: 
"Gentlemen, it is a Prince." 

The news was greeted with a great- 
est enthusiasm, which swelled into a 
spontaneous cheer as King Alfonso 
entered, accompanying the Camarara

An Interesting Case 

A case interesting to medicos 
throughout the province and the pub- 
lic generally Is to be tried at Van- 
couver on Tuesday next. Information 
has been laid, charging Dr. Robert G. 
Telford' of the Burrard Sanitarium, 
with having- practiced surgery for hire 
without the necessary license. The 
information was sworn to by Bern- 
hard J. Berentsen, special agent of the 
British Columbia College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, who, according to tho 
information "says ho has just cause to 
suspect aed believe a'nd does suspect 
and believe" that Dr. Telford, within 
the space of six months past, to wit, 
on March 12th, 1!I07, and on other 
days and times before and after that 
date, not being registered pursuant to 
the British Columbia Medical Act, 
1SU0, did unlawfully practice surgery 
for hire and gain, or hope of reward, 
contrary to the statute made and pro- 
vided. 



It Is understood that practically all 
those selected to act as members of 
the committee to take In hand tho ar- 
rangement of an exhibit, representa- 
tive of tho southern portion of Van- 
couver Island, have consented to act. 
And, from what can bo gathered, 
preparations will be commenced im- 
mediately so that the display may be 
made comprehensive, attractive and a 
thorough credit to this section of the 
West. 

In order that the best class or fruit 
may bo available tit the timo, it will 
be necessary to ship the goods to 
"Winnipeg sometime early In the 
month of July, a competent, man will 
be appointed among the representa- 
tive fruit-growers, select first-class 
specimens and pay for them the high- 
est market price. It is believed that 
only in such a wav may the best pos- 
sible results be obtained. 

Much the same steps, It is under- 
stood, will be taken in respect to the 
Moral part of tho exhibit.. No time 
will he lost In Interviewing the nur- 
serymen and the florists. Mr. Wal- 
lace, who is a member of the commit- 
tee, is the proprietor of the celebrat- 
ed bulb gardens which arc located In 
the vicinity of Victoria, lie advised 
Immediate action towards obtaining 
specimens of corhiforous plants. These 
could bo utilized, If properly cared 
for, to great advantage, In his opin- 
ion, and, with tho addition of a variety 
of cut ilowcrs, would make a splendid 
showing. in respect to the (lowers, 
Mr. Wallace says that great care 
must bo exercised In securing and In 
shipping them, if it is tho desire that 
they, should reach their destination 
In the best of condition. "We must 
look to tho gardens which surround 
some of our handsome residences for 
these flowers," Mr. AVallacc assorts. 
But, ho adds, they should not be cut 
In tho heat of the day, placed in a 
box and sent, at leisure, to Manitoba. 
By such a procedure they would not 
be lit for exhibition purposes. On the 
other hand, If they arc handled in a 
way that would bo suggested by the 
professional tlorist, they would beau 
tlfy the exhibit, and to make it such 
that it would attract widespread at-> 
tent Inn and induce large numbers of 
residents of tho Middle West to make 
their homes on Vancouver Island.

The class firing, or that which every 
member of the Fifth Regiment must 
undertake every year, providing it. is 
Ills desire to obtain what is termed 
efficiency pay, must be completed bo- 
fore the close of tho annual camp. 
As the corps goes under canvas on 
Juno 10, and, as there is not much 
time for anything outside of the regu- 
lar nightly drill in Infantry or on the 
Fort Macaulay guns, during that 
period, the range shooting should be 
finished before the date mentioned. 
Therefore 11 Is Imperative that those 
concerned should lose as little time as 
possible after the targets at Clover 
Point may be used in getting In their 
firing and placing their records at tho 
disposal of the officials. It is under- 
stood that a notice, to tho same effect 
as the foregoing, Will be given by Lt.- 
Col. Hall, commanding the Fifth Regi- 
ment, immediately after tho comple- 
tion of tlie backgrounds now under 
construction. 

With regard to the competitions "of 
provincial scope," as mentioned, it is 
likely that these, which come under 
the head of the annual meet of the 
British Columbia Rifle association, 
will once mure be held In Vancouver. 
This has not yet been decided, but, 
as stated previously, It Is likely- that 
tho Terminal city will bo selected 
because of the lack of facilities here 
to handle expeditiously the large num- 
ber of shooters and tho many match- 
es included In that event.

",Tho strawberry crop which might 
liavo been expected from the farms 
adjacent to Victoria, lias been cut 
down twenty-five per cent as a result 
of the altogether unfavorable spring," 
stated Thos. A. Brydon, Reeve of the 
Saanich municipality, yesterday after- 
noon. Ho asserted that, in the Hrst 
place, the plants wero weakened be- 
cause of tho many heavy and cold 
rains which wero experienced during 
the earlier months of the year: Then 
ho said, came the frosts of tho USth 
29th, and 30th of April. These caught 
many of the blossoms in bloom and 
destroyed them utterly, besides Inflict- 
ing tho same damage upon many oth- 
ers in tho bud. Personally ho esti- 
mated that theso influences had re- 
duced his crop twenty-live per cent, 
and In his opinion, tho majority of 
the fruit growers In the neighboring 
districts suffered to tho same extent. 

Mr. Brydon, however, does not want 
it to bo inferred that tho Quantity of 
strawberries placed on tho market will 
be any less than last year. While 
tho crop had been shortened because 
of tho unfavorable weather conditions 
it was to bo remembered, ho pointed 
out, that in almost every Instance tho 
farmers had increased tho number of 
plants under cultivation. Therefore 
the quantity of fruit marketed this 
year would probably compare favor- 
ably with previous outputs, and possi- 
bly, would bo considered in excess of 
crops of former seasons. 

Tho development of the fruit hav- 
ing been held back it. was not likely 
that mam- locally grown berries, would 
be nvalliabc beforo the first or second 
week in June. This estimate was 
based upon present indications, of 
courso much depended on tho weather 
conditions from this tlmo forth. 

Suburban Service 
While no definlto arrangements 
havo yet boon made for the summer 
suburban service on tho E. & N. rail- 
way to Shawnlgan Lake, It is an- 
nounced that service similar to that 
Of last year will bo run, commencing 
aomo time in June. A train will be 
run out eacli evening and back each 
morning for the convenience of busi- 
ness men who desire to spend the 
summer months In camp with their 
families. 

S. A. Barracks Improvements. 

The interior of the local Salvation 
Army barracks Is being brightened 
up by tho application of a now coat 
of paint. Some improvement has been 
mado to tho platform. The matter of 
tho repairs to tho north wall of the 
building, which was weakened by the 
tearing down of tho old Methodist 
church, Is being left in abeyance until 
such timo as work has been com- 
menced on the now Brackman-Ker 
block on tho sito of the old church. 

-A' Sign of Summer 

Tho advent of summer Is "already 
attracting tho outdoor amusements, 
and the ilr.st to arrive is a merry- 
go-round which has been installed on 
Yates street above Douglas. Tho at- 
traction is under tho , management of 
Mr. Stevens and for the last few 
months ho has boon in the Terminal 
City. Tho merry-go-round was in op- 
eration for the first time yesterday, 
and for the next few weeks will be 
In continual motion from early morn- 
ing until late at night. 

The Yukon Markets. 

Local business men will bo inter- 
ested in the news just received from 
Dawson to the effect that Yukon river 
navigation will open next week when 
the first steamer and a fleet of scows 
will leave Lower La Barge for Dawson 
on Monday, and all running ice is ex- 
pected to be cleared away by this 
time next week, when tho first steamer 
of the year, the Lavelle Young, will 
leave Dawson for Fairbanks. The 
Lavelle Young will go beforo the craft 
from "White Horse arrive.

TELEGRAPHERS 
E PAY ADVANCED 



Demand of Union May Again be 
Brought Before C. P. R. 
by the Operators 



"While the negotiations between the 
C. P. It. and telegraphers have been 
satisfactorily concluded and an ad- 
vance in salary has been given to tho 
majority of the operators of the Pacific 
divjs'on in common with 'the other 
divisions, it Is generally believed that 
'the end has not been reached. It is 
not lmprobablo that about two months 
henco the demands which were not 
met by the company in this settle- 
ment, news of which was given yes- 
terday morning, will again bo put for 
ward, and then, If they are not met 
a strike will probably result. This is 
tho opinion of those conversant with 
tho situation. 

The telegraphers nsked for official 
recognition of their union, an eight 
hour day, soven hours night, and six 
and one-half hours late night, a flat 
Increase of 20 per cent, in salaries of 
all telegraphers on the previous 
month's payroll, and annual vacations 



with pay. 



Tho company refused for the pre- 
sent to officially recognize the C. T. 
TJ. A., a'nd also declined to grant an- 
nual vacations with pay. The agree- 
ment reached provides for a half hour 
reduction In hours to the night staff, 
and salary increases averaging about 
15 per cent. 

Salaries and working conditions at 
Calgary and Vancouver have been 
placed on a parity with Winnipeg, and 
the smaller offices on the Central 
Western and Pacltic divisions have re- 
ceived increases ranging from $5 per 
month. ' 

At the Victoria orilce the advances 
given were $10 per month to tho chief 
operator and $5 monthly to three 
others. At Bamfield three operators 
received an advance of $5 per month, 
Nanaimo and Ladysmith operators re- 
ceived $5 per month increase,- and in- 
creases were mado-.rtt other offices of 
the province. . ,. 

While the operators have accepted 
the advance,' it is 'understood that the 
effort to force their other demands 
upon the company will not be aban- 
doned. .Whetheiy. a strike will result 
In such event remains to be seen. The 
majority of the operators from Canso 
■ to Bamfield creek are members of the 
C. T. U. A., and if a strlko was de- 
clared it is probable that tho wires 
would be almost silent. Another fea- 
ture of a strike would be that it would 
Involve no less than three govern- 
ments, for with the operators at Bam- 
fl'eld away from their keys the Pacltic 
cable communication with Australia 
and New Zealand would be stopped 

In the present settlement Mr. Wil- 
son, superintendent of tho Pacific di 
vision, refused absolutely to grant tho 
request of the union for a flat rate of 
increase for the whole division, al- 
though willing to accede to an ad 
vanec being given at many of the sta 
tions of Britisn Columbia. He posi- 
tively refused to grant Increases to 
Grand Porks, Greenwood, Vernon, 
Golden and New Westminster. Ad 
vances were granted to Victoria, Van 
couver, Bamfield, Revelstoke, Nelsonf 
Rossland, Nanaimo, Ashcroft, Kara- 
loops and Ladysmith. 

A strike is very unlikely for, al- 
though arrangements are being made 
for the sending of a delegate of tho 
telegraphers to Montreal, to reopen the 
subject and take the whole matter up 
with tho executive of the C P. R. Tele- 
graph Company, ' the president of the 
telegrapher's union has stated: "I 
desire to go' on record as being until 
tcrably opposed to a wallc-out."

Since (he announcement that repairs 
would bo made to tho roadbed and 
bridges of tho V. & I S. railway and to 
the wharf at Sidney, about which 
there had recently been some com- 
plaint anti co-ntroVersj', the many. peo- 
ple who have to depend on this lino 
for their transportation are anxious- 
I ly waiting for the additional assur- 
ance that tho service will be improved. 
I livery railway company naturally 
] has its dissatisfied patrons, but the 
i one that operates on the eighteen 
miles of track between this city and 
Sidney would seem, from the numer- 
ous complaints to be heard on the 
trains and at points along tho route, 
to have a percentage of this class that 
should entitle it to the record. At the 
present time there Is only one engine 
to be seen on the road,, and that Is 
out of date in stylo and size, and too 
weak for Us job. 

Hard on the Nerves. 
Almost every run over the road is 
attended by delays that tell on the 
patience of the passengers, while at 
times tho chances of becoming strand- 
ed between stations for an indoilnite 
period are strong enough to cause a 
strain on the nerves of the most easy- 
going traveller. 

Tho return trip yesterday occupied 
about live hours, and not a minuto 
of this time could be charged 10 wait- 
ing for the little steamer from Na- 
naimo. It is on the trip out to Sid- 
new that the most exasperating delay 
sometimes occurs. This is ut a point 
about a mile this side of the north- 
ern terminus, where a spur track ha.s 
been built out from the beach into the 
bay for the purpose of securing sand 
and gravel at low tide. Nearly every 
day when the train reaches this point 
there are two cars waiting to bo 
taken to Sidney; The passengers aris 
left on the main lino while the neces- 
sary switching is being done, and the 
principal cause for , -worry is that there 
is no telling how long the delay is go- 
ing to be. Them' have been occasions 
recently when irj.dooked very much 
as if the train wofcld be at a stand-rtil!

until an 'extra locomotive could be 
obtained; 

Down Grade into Water. 
The little englne"*is not powerful 
enough to pull the two loaded . flat 
cars up from the beach at tho same 
time, and sometimes It has ,'as much 
as It can do to get away with one. On 
Thursday afternoon it tackled tho two 
at once, but after moving them a 
couple of feet had to give up. Tho 
cars were uncoupled and the one left 
behind ran down grade a short dis- 
tance and into water above its wheels, 
tho tide being high at the time and 
the greater part of the track submerg- 
ed. The engine struggled and snort- 
ed considerably before it landed the 
first car at the top of the beach. Then 
It went back for the second. The. cow- 
catcher went Into tho water like an 
expert diver, and the brakenutn had to 
perch high and wet his hands to effect 
a coupling. 

Struggle Heroic. 

The diminutlvo locomotive made a 
noble effort ut tho start, but the loos- 
ening of the brakes on the car did 
not seem to help it out any. The free 
wheels of tho gravel carrier showed a 
tendency to roll the other way be- 
cause it was down grade and easier. 
For a while It was nip and tuck, the 
engine gaining some ground and then 
losing " a' little of it. The rails were 
.wet and slippery, and the wheels of 
tho locomotlvo would turn rapidly 
a-nd many times in the right direction 
without covering any space. Tho full 
power of the little thing would be 
brought into play, and it would snort 
with all the noise of one of standard 
size without accomplishing anything. 
; • Uncertain Results. 

While all this was going on some of 
the passengers were beginning to 
think of dinners that would soon be 
waiting for them at Sidney, while 
others had cause to worry about 
friends or relatives who might be at 
the depot with rigs to take them to 
their homes some distance out in the 
country. The worst of it was that 
there was no certainty that the en- 
gine would ever get up the grade witli 
Its heavy load, while there was a fair 
chance of the iflat car getting thei 
better of the. struggle, in which case 
the "snorter" might be carried out 
into deep water before it could be de- 
tached from the weight that would be 
hauling it down.- Then It would be- 
come a case with the passengers of 
having to make the rest of their jour- 
ney on foot or wait for low tide and 
a dry track to enable the engine to 
get back into its place at the head of 
the train. 

When tiie struggle had been in pro- 
gress for about fifteen minutes nnd 
the train crew had managed, by fol- 
lowing up the car nnd blocking its 
hind wheels, to save all the headway 
that was made, the anxiety of the 
people waiting In the coaches on the 
main lino was dispelled. 

On the days, Mondays, Wednesdays, 
and Fridays] when the steamer Iro- 
riuois arrives at Sidney from Nanaimo 
to connect with the train for Victoria, 
cause can generally be found for more 
Vvorry than any one point on the line 
is entitled to hand out all by itself. 
The steamer may be a little behind in 
getting in, and if it is not In sight at 
the schedule hour for the train's de- 
parture, it is up to the conductor to 
exercise his judgment as to whether 
he should wait. If connection is made 
there must be a lot of switching of 
cars, and the time that this will con- 
sume can only be guessed at. A pas- 
senecr who happens to be hungry will 
do a lot of guessing. While there may 
be enough time to take his dinner 
at Sidney ho can have no assurance of 
this, and if lie decides to restrain his 
appetite until lie reaches Victoria he 
may still have it with him at 7.30, or 
8 o'clock In the evening. 

The most serious question at Sidney 
is not. however, that of the eating 
time. There are some residents and 
some travelers, who have been that 
way freauently, who believe that the 
Wharf, onto which tho train is backed 
for tho purpose of transferring pas- 
sengers, mail and freight from the 
steamer, Is not strong enough to stand 
the weight and motion of the engine 
and cars for many days more. There 
are a few who declare that they hive 
too much regard for their own safety 
to bo on the wharf at tho same time 
as the train. There is, of course, a 
difference of opinion on this point, and 
there are others who may think a lot 
about it. but do not care to commit 
themselves. 

#A reporter for the Colonist who was 
at Sidney yesterday afternoon Inspect- 
ed tho wharf, with tho result that ho 
became just timid enough to feel that 
the poodIo who nee danger' In the 
structure; ought to have serious con- 
sideration given to their views. It Is

Alaska Steamship Co. Threatened 
to Cut Rates if Schedule 
was Altered

A rate war on the Victoria-Seattle 
route has been threatening for somo 
time, but it la now expected tho two 
steamship companies will settle their 
differences amicably. Of late they 
have been promising all manner of 
competition; It was rumored even that 
tho Alaska S. S. Co., had threatened to 
cut the fares to one dollar. The C. P. 
R. wero planning a new schedule when 
the erchange of courtesies between the 
two companies began. 

Tho Alaska S. S. had heard that 
tho steamer Princess Victoria was to 
bo placed on tho same schedule as 
their steamer which would have seri 
ously affected tho business of tho 
black-ball boat. No change was made, 
however, in the C. P. It. schedule, 
which was given in yesterdays Colo- 
nist, and it is expected that tho old 
conditions will maintain, at least for 
this season. 

One dilliculty in the way of the C. P. 
E. fast service to Seattle is the Port 
Townsend call, which must bo made 
daily under the mail contract held by 
the C. P. P.. The Alaska S. S. Co. 
formerly held this contract, which was 
given to the C. P. R. as a result of 
agitation brought to bear upon tho 
company to place a winter steamer on 
the route and herein began the disaf- 
fection between the companies, which 
had prior to that time worked under 
a running agreement. Now while 
tickets aro still interchangeable on the 
vessels of cither company on the Vic- 
toria-Seattle route tho two companies 
are not any too friendly, and a com- 
petitive war may still break out. 
; Steamer Chippewa which in to run 
on tho Victoria-Seattle route for the 
Alaska S. S. Co. has arrived in Seattl 
after a long voyage from tho Great 
Lakes, a voyage of 17500 miles. Tho 
steamer was seventy six days on the 
way. In the Strait of Magellan the 
Chippewa encountered rough weather, 
losing an anchor. At Coronel Capt. Mc- 
Clure reports seeing twenty large 
going vessels waiting for coal. Tho 
steamer was obliged to lie there a week 
before securing enough fuel for the 
rest of the trip. The lower works of 
tho steamer wero closely boarded up 
durinir the voyage to protect them 
from the rough seas. The vessel show- 
ed tho effects of a long, rough voyage, 
and will be repaired and refitted be- 
foro coing on the Seattle-Victoria run 
for the Alaska Steamship Company, 
tho owners. 

The Chippewa will replace the In- 
dianapolis on tho Victoria run, that 
vessel going on tho Scattlo-Tacoma 
route. The steamer is built of tseel, 
is 215 feet long, thirty-five feet in 
beam, and has a speed of twenty miles 
an hour. The vessel has been used 
seven years on tho Great Lakes, she 
has two smoke stacks. 

There has been many vessels on the 
Victoria-Seattle route in the past, 
somo of them being the best known of 
the old time craft. 

In the early eighties this routo 
was covered by tho Olympian and 
Alaskan, two largo and comfortable as 
well as speedy boats, which, liko the 
Chippewa and Iroquois, ca'me around 
from the Atlantic from the Hudson 
river. Their accommodations wero 
better than any boats now on the 
Sound. Later tho steamers City of 
Seattlo and City of Kingston wero 
brought from tho Atlantic and operat- 
ed on this route. Tho Kingston was 
tho better and speedier of the two and 
she arrived with the regularity of a 
railroad train. When this vessel was 
cut in two near Tacoma In a collls- 
sion, Puget Sound travelers felt her 
loss keenly. 



JAPANESE SEALERS 

Four Lost From Schooner . Near Sitka 
Brought to Seattle 

' ' . " . ■ T i-'.. 

' Japanese scalers are hunting off . tho 
Alaskan coast, despito tho closed sea- 
son. According to tho modus Vivendi 
framed to regulato polaglc sealing tlje 
season in the North Pacific closes on 
April 30th., until tho Behring Sea sea- 
son starts at tho beginning of August, 
but Japan is not a party to those ra- 
gulatlons, and although British sealing 
vessels may not hunt seals off tho Al- 
askan coast except during tho open 
seuson the vessels from Nippon aro 
not debarred. 

A schooner flying tho Japanese flag 
recently lost four Japanese seal hunt 
ers off Sitka and these have been pink 
ed ud and taken to Seattlo by the 
steamer Portland, from Vuldez, Se- 
ward and way ports. Tho sealers wero 
lost off Dry Bay, Alaska. They had 
left tho vessol in company with other 
hunters when the schooner was in the 
vicinity of Sitka. A storm came up 
and drove thorn many miles off their 
course and they lost their ship. They 
rowed fourteen miles north when an 
other storm arose, capsized tho seal 
lag boat and throwing them into tho 
water. 

Swimming ashore, they reached Dry 
Bay, Alaska, where they found two 
huts occupied by Indians. Tho Indians 
guided them to Yakutat, where they 
were taken care of by somo Japan- 
ese fishermen at that place. When tho 
Portland arrived they took passage on 
it and were brought to Seattle. They 
wero examined by tho United Statos 
Immigration officers at tho Sound port 
and will probably be deported. 

Tho local sealing fleet is being made 
ready for the Behring Sea season, and 
several vessels will probably be on tho 
ways within a few days for an over- 
hauling to prepare them for tho north- 
ern cruise. It is expected that a small 
fleet will be sent north this season, 
owlntr to the difficulty of manning tho 
vessels, because of the shortage of 
labor. 



has withdrawn ' tho restrictions form- 
erly In forcu against emigration to 
Canada, and hundreds of coolies are 
now heading this way. Tho regular 
lines carry as many as they are per- 
mitted to do under the steamship 
regulations, and the overflow travel is 
being brought via San Francisco. The 
Pacific Mall steamers are giving a re- 
duced rate to tho Japanese for tho 
passage via San Francisco, which 
costs no more to the Japanese than 
tho direct passago from Japan to Brit 
ish Columbia. 



CRIMPING 



OPPOSE SHIPPING RING 

New Line of Steamers Between Eng 
land and Australia 

In opposition to the powerful ship- 
ping ring which practically controls 
tho trade between Great Britain and 
Australia, and dictates terms and con- 
ditions to shipowners, a new service 
of modern cargo carriers, to bo known 
as the Alliance Line, has been estab- 
lished. Tho promoters of the new 
venture are Messrs. Gellatly, Hankey, 
and Co., a strong firm, which controls 
tho Mogul S.S. Company, Limited, and 
tho Plato S.S. Company, Limited, the 
head office being at Dock House, Bll- 
lister street, London, with branches 
at Antwerp, Glasgow, Hamburg, Jed- 
dah, Liverpool, Manchester, Marseil- 
les, Port Sudan, and Suak.lt), 

The service was inaugurated by tho 
steamer Den of Airlio, which sailed 
from London for Sydney on April 30. 

Tho Oro, a steel screw steamer of 
3,353 tons, will follow tho Den of Air- 
lie from London each month. 

The third sailing from London, in 
June, will be the Denruthvon, and she 
will bo followed in July by the Erroll, 
a steel screw steamer of 4,457 tons, 
built as recently at 1305.

LEAH NOT LIABLE 

Decision in Admiralty Case in Seattle 
Doaling with Yukon River Stoamer 

In the case of tho petition of the 
Northern Navigation Company and 
tho Northern Commercial Company, 
owners and charterers, respectively, of 
tho steamship Leah, which stranded 
about September IS, 1008, while mak- 
ing a voyage from Fort Gibbon, Alaska 
to Seattle, asking for limitation of li- 
ability on damages which might bo de- 
manded by the passengers for their 
baggage, or by firms who lost freight 
in the stranding of the vessel, the pe 
titioners were exempted from an 
claims against tho boat which might 
uriso as a result of the trip. 

It was claimed by u, number of tho 
passengers that the boat was loaded 
beyond her capacity and that they suf- 
fered greatly from lack of sufficient 
food. Claims wero also presented for 
effects lost in tho accident. 

Judge Hanford at Seattle, however, 
held in his decree that tho stranding 
of tho vessel In the north was occa- 
sioned through no fault of the owners 
or crew of the Leah, and that tho tick- 
ets which were signed by tho passen- 
gers beforo the voyage, wherein the 
company's liability was stipulated 
wore valid contracts from which there 
was no appeal. Consequently tho own- 
ers aro exempted from all liabiltly and 



By Thursday tho Skeena river had 
risen sixteen feet above low water 
stage and was a roaring torrent. This 
rise was noted at Kitsalas canyon and 
because of the state of the river 
steamers will be unable to pass 
through the canyon, either up or down 
stream, till tho flood season is passed. 
Tho Hudson's Bay Company steamer 
Mount 'Royal, which attempted to pass 
through the canyon on her way up tho 
river from Port Esslngton to Hazel ton 
was forced to lay up below the nar- 
row passage. 

In order that Hazelton may not be 
completely shut off from communi- 
cation with Port Esslngton an ar- 
rangement has been entered into by 
means of which passengers and 
freight will bo taken to the steamer 
Hazelton, which Is now above the 
canyon and cannot get down for 
transportation to Hazelton. The 
steamer Hazelton Is now on her way 
frorh Hazelton to tho head of tho can- 
yon, where pack horses will be em- 
ployed in portaging passengers and 
freight around the canyon. 



The Sailor Is Still at the Mercy of 
Unscrupulous Land Sharks 

Tho question of crimping is again to 
tho foro In New York. So long as 
only tho seaman was obliged to dis- 
gorge part of his udvdnco notes or al- 
lotment In order to secure a berth 
nothing was said, says Shipping Illus- 
trated. It was even denied th'a ttho 
practico at nil flourished at this port 
Now, however, that owners, too, arc 
mado to pay from $12.50 to $20 per 
man shipped, an outcry has at last 
been raised . Why crimping is likely 
to remain with us for a long time is 
duo t othis: The crimps or boarding 
houses keepers aro given tho exclusive 
privilego of supplying crews, and it 
Is next to impossible for a seaman to 
ship without having recourse to them. 
If, for instance, a .seaman wishes to 
talto a run on tho Double Anchor 
line, ho will ask as a matter of course 
who. is tho "shipping master" for that 
line. Tho latter will charge him from 
$2 to $10 for getting him tho berth 
and tho trick is played. Of course, 
it must bo expected that as soon as 
tho crimp realizes his strength ho will 
also compel tho ship owners to pay 
blood money. 

To kill crimping, or at least make it 
Inoffensive, would be a simplo matter. 
In short, a shipping bureau on a large 
scale thoroughly businesslike and de- 
void of any religious or missionary 
feature, should be opened mosewhero 
in the shipping district. Thero sea- 
men in search of a berth would would 
bo registered, and say, every morn- 
ing at a certain time ship masters, 
assisted by mates and engineers, could 
come and pick out their crews. For- 
eign consuls could also materially as- 
sist by providing arrangements where- 
by men could sign articles In the 
same bureau to save time, in the same 
way as it is done in tho shipping of- 
fices of tho various consulates. This 
would not eradicate the ovll outright, 
for as long us there are ship masters 
anxious to get rid of their crows there 
will bo crimping. In many cases a 
shi]) master arranges a crimp to in- 
duce tho crew to demand their dis- 
charge. To this the master accedes 
provided a certain portion of the 
men's wages is left with him. Then 
tho crimp packs them off to his 
boarding house." There, with the 
help of vile spirits and such damsels 
as only sailordom could be Induced to 
look at, he relieves them of both 
money and clothing. Then tho men 
are his. He will ship them on any 
craft, preferably one shunned by ail 
respectable sailors, and the men will 
bo six months In debt to the ship ore 
she has sailed.

ATLANTIC DERELICTS. 

Stirring Stories of Soa Tragedies in 
Hydrographio Office Reports. 

The United States government now 
Issues a weekly bulletin of derelicts of 
tho Atlantic and North Pacific oceans 
Some derelicts cumber the ocean 
merely for a few days, but a few have 
lasted two or three years on a devi- 
ous drift of several thousands of miles 
saya Shipping Illustrated: A lumber- 
laden schooner, left to her fate not far 
from New York, Is generaly carried 
southward by the cold Labrador cur- 
rent until Hatteras is reached; thnre 
she somehow finds a way Into the 
warmer water of I he Gulf Stream! 
circling to tho northeast, and she may 
eventually reach Europe. Should she, 
however, reach the approximately 
stagnant central ana of th.; North 
Atlantic, known as the Sargasso Sou, 
she may horrlng-bcno old ocean's sur- 
face for quite a time without being 
sighted, inasmuch as that region of 
light winds and variables, coupled 
with a high barometer, Is avoided by 
shipmasters anxious for a quick run. 
The schooner AVyer G. Sargent, aban- 
doned near Hatteras In 1891, was last 
sighted about half way to (ho Strait 
of Gibraltar, after having covered at 
least 5,500 miles in 015 days, Her 
track, as laid down on the successive 
monthly United States pilot charts, 
was a veritable maze!. A slmllrtr 
schooner, the Fannie L. Wolston, was 
also loft by her crow nenr Hatteras in 



1891. She drifted aimlessly around tho 
margin of tho Sargasso Sea, covered 
about 10,000 miles in threo years be- 
fore wind ahd current and was last 
seen not far from the geographical 
position whenco sho started on' her 
lonely travel. A third vessel o£ this 
class peculiar to tho United States 
coasting trade, tho W. L. White, af- 
fords an example still more remark- 
able. Sho was left lonely during the 
blizzard of March, 1888, a few miles 
east of the Delaware Capes. Thence 
sho proceeded, as though bent on fol- 
lowing tho great circle track for 
Queonstown, until tho Banks of New- 
foundland invited her closer attention. 
Thero sho hung about for several con- 
secutive months, right In the track of 
tho palatial passenger liners, thon got 
another slant and eventually drifted 
ashore on one of tho Hebrides, after 
travorslng at least 0,800 miles in 310 
days. Her lumber cargo was salved 
In fairly good condition. Nautical 
novelists have not been slow to avail 
themselves of tho derollct ship as 
source of Inspiration. Clark Russell, 
tho most famous of modern sea writ- 
ers, in vivid word-painting of sea 
scones, has cleverly Introduced tho 
derelict Cecilia into his 'Wreck of tho 
Grosvenor." Tho nautical Ananias, 
and tho despicable hoaxer, have also 
found unlimited scope In this direction 
of their peculiar predilection. Some 
time ago a yarn went the round- of the 
wide world's press to the effect that a 
Norwegian sailing ship, tho Elsa An- 
derson, had arrived at Galve3ton, hav- 
ing in tow an English brig which had 
apparently been sunk at sea over half 
a century previously and brought tn 
the surfaco again by a seismic dis- 
turbance of exceptional Intensity near 
tho Faroo Islands. Her hull was oil 
cumstantlally covered with strange 
sea-shells, and in tno hold was little 
water, but several chests, which were 
found to contain more than 1,000 
guineas, several watches, and a stom- 
acher of pearls, while alongside these 
ancient and flsh-llko receptaclos were 
the skeletons of three men, ono of 
whom must have been over seven feet 
In height. Readers of Clark Russell's 
famous "Frozen Pirate" could not but 
recognize tho sourco of this canard. 
After going round tho world, however, 
by tho aid of the electric telegraph, It 
actually reached Galveston, and the 
authorities thero Immediately denied 
that any such vessels had evc£ visited 
that port. Clark Russell had been ex- 
ploited; only this, u'nd nothing more. 
It may, perhaps, bo rightly urged that 
the sight of a steamer in close prox- 
imity impels tho crew of a waterlog- 
ged vessel to abandon her sooner than 
would otherwise bo tho case, hut un- 
doubtedly tho alternative Is not lightly 
to be faced by the captain of tho 
struggling ship in tho tolls. In 1891 
the Norwegian barque Thokla became 
waterlogged, and for a fortnight the 
ihadow of death hovered over the 
starving crew. All save four perished 
miserably. Then lots wero cast to de- 
termine which cnorsnould die that his 
body might servo food for tho other 
three. Tho unfortunate man who drew 
tho fatal number was killed and eaten, 
and a few days later the cannibal sur- 
vivors were rescued by the Herman. 
Tried for murder, on arrival at Ham- 
burg, thoy wero acquitted. Just two 
years previously cannibalism was re- 
sorted to by the despairing crow of 
the Norwegian barque Drot adrift on 
a frail raft. Lots were cast, the -un- 
lucky one was killed, a'nd his veins' 
greedily drained by the two who still 
remained out of eight. The compul- 
sory cannibals wero eventually picked 
up by the steamship Woodruff, about 
250 miles south of Charleston, S. C. 
One was raving mad, and had bitten 
pieces out of tho chest and face of Tils 
companion. Both were placed in a 
hospital at Charleston.

She 
leaves two sons, G. J. Smart, of Los 
Angeles, Cal., and J. H. Smart, of 
Motchosln, B. C, also six grandchil- 
dren and six great grandchildren, and 
a brother, O. J. Cook, of Motchosln. 

Her granddaughter, Miss E. M. 
Smart, has lived with her grand- 
mother for some time. 

Mrs. Smart was one of tho pioneers 
of Victoria and a wonderful woman 
In many ways. She was well known 
to Dr. Helmckcn, Dr. Powell and 
other of the noted pioneers of that 
day, who highly respected her, and 
when passing always called upon her 
as u friend of curly days, H. Dallas 
Helmckcn keeping up tho friendly in- 
timacy until tho last. 

Eventually shu bought land in Col- 
wood, where sho built and made her 
homo until her death. 

Mrs. Smart was an early riser and 
could be seen dally, weather permit- 
ting, working in her garden and 
among her flowers, which wore a 
bright and cheering sight, attracting 
the attention of passersby . 

In her humble way sho war, as 
earnest an Imperialist In British Col- 
umbia as Cecil Rhodes was In South 
Africa. She never lapsed in her love 
and loyalty for tho mother country, 
and was a firm believer In tho vast 
possibilities and great future of Can- 
ada, for of such are true empire 
builders. Sho lived a pure, honest, 
Upright life, was just in all hoi - deal- 
ings, and consequently was one of the 
most respected residents of the dis- 
trict, a large proportion of whom 
showed that respect by following her: 
to her last resting place. . 

Solomon's eulogy of a virtuous 
woman Is an accurate description of 
the late Mrs. Smart, when bo said 

"Sho rlscth also while it Is yet 
night and glvoth meat to her house- 
hold nnd a portion tn her maidens. 
Sho consldereth a field and buyeth It 
with tho fruit of her hands; she 
planteth a vineyard. Sho looketh well 
to tho ways of her household nnd ont- 
eth not the bread of Idleness." 

So God gave her "of tho fruit of 
her hands," and we will "let her own 
works praise her in the gate."

This proposition may not he a new one 
to many Victorians. It has been mooted 
before lint no practical attempt has been 
made vet to carry It to a successful Is- 
sue. A year or so ago the Initial steps 
were taken along the line of the project 
outlined. It was found, however, that 
ther might be trouble In securing the use 
of a sufficiently large block of land in 
any desirable locality for the purposes 
required. No determined effort was made 
to solve the problem an the , matter was 
allowed to drop. 

Is a Tourist Requirement 
Those who think that such an undertak- 
ing would benefit Victoria point to the 
conditions which prevail In many of the 
tourist resorts of southern California In 
support of their contention. They state 
that there soine enterprising Individual or 
company, makes a selection of some por- 
tion of one or the beaches and has con- 
structed a series of tout floors in streets; 
or otherwise, as may be deemed advisable, 
these spaces are rented at a nominal 1!.-.;- 
uro to those wishing to put up tents for 
ei unplug, anil thus are formed the "canvas 
cities of California," no often commented 
upon by those who make a tour of the 
sunny south, 

"Why eouhl not the same scheme be 
carried out, perhaps on a modified scale,

Between one hundred and seventy- 
flvo and two hundred representative 
business men of San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Berkeley, California, will vis- 
it Victoria some time during the 
month of July. The announcement is 
made by J. R. Nagel, travelling pas- 
senger agent of the Southern Pacific 
railway company, who was In the city 
yesterday. He had visited till the 
places which the excursionists pro- 
poso touching- at en route In order to 
arrange with the various public or- 
ganizations for their entertainment. 

The tour, Mr. Nagel explains, has 
been decided upon as a result of an in- 
vitation extended to the citizens or the 
cities mentioned, and other important 
California centres, to visit the north- 
ern sections and to extend their trip 
to British Columbia. This was for- 
warded by II. Cuthbort, secretary of 
the Victoria Development and Tourist 
Association, many months ago. It was 
sent through the ni.diuin of the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Trade and was 
promptly accepted. Although the par- 
ty mentioned will I'ncludo only repre- 
sentatives of 'Frisco, Berkley and Oak- 
land it is altogether probable that oth- 
ers will make the same tour later in 
the year as an outcome of the assur- 
ance of Mr. Cuthbort that they would 
not only see a country Worth while 
but would be accorded a hearty wel- 
come by the residents thereof. 

Although the outing is being con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
California State Board of Trade it Is 
being managed by the officials of the 
Southern Pacific Railway company. It 
is for the purpose of attending to the 
details that Mr, Nigel Is now hero. 
He affirms that the patty will leave 
San Francisco in a special train and 
will touch at different places on the 
way north, spending a day or two 
here and there until reaching Van- 
couver. From the- latter city the tour- 
ists will come to Victoria. At^this city 
they will spend an "indefinite time, as 
this will be their dispersing point ac- 
cording to the present arrangement.

Harbor, Shelburrie countv, 
and later on he again visited the Pa- 
cific coast.

BoIUnRhain, Wash., May 9. — The 
mightiest avalanches ever seen in the 
Mount Baker district have tobogganed 
the mountains arid swept the valleys 
of that region this year. Repeatedly 
enormous masses of snow and debris 
have rolled down the mountains, leav- 
ing In their wake great clouds of dust 
and snow, and cutting swaths in the 
forest many yards wide.
